The following synopsis of the official 
record of the number of agrarian out­ 
rages in Ireland for the last thirty-six 
years, has been given prominence of late 
in the English press, and is of special in­ 
terest in view of the present troubles be­ 
tween landlords and tenants in tile Em­ 
erald isle: 
In 1844, Hie year with which the return 
commences, a party procession act and 
acts against unlawful oaths and secret so­ 
on ties, aud an arms act passed in 1843 
amending aud continuing an act of 1807, 
were in force in Ireland. In 1844 the to­ 
tal outrages were (I,.’427 inclusive of the 
agrarian outrages, and total agrarian out­ 
rages I,CU. In 1845 there were 8,088 out­ 
rages, of which 1,920 were agrarian; in 
1*40, 12,374 outrages, of which 1,303 were 
agrarian; and in 1847, 20,986 outrages, of 
which 620 were agrarian. In 1847 aud 
1*48 various acts were passed to suppress 
outrage other than agrarian outrage; and 
the t .ital number of outrages diminished 
iii the succeeding year. There were 14,- 
<H0 outrages in ISL*, 14,908 iii 1849, 10,639 
in 1850, 9,144 iii 1851, 7,824 in 1852, and 
so on, till they sank to their lowest in 
I *»»(», amounting only to 1,964 in that 
year. Agrarian crime did not at once 
show the same tendency to diminish. 
There were 795 agrarian outrages in 1848, 
957 in 1849, 1,362 in 1850, 1,013 in 
1851, and 913 in 1852. In 1853 they sank 
to 469, aud in 1854 to 334, and did not 
exceed 300 again in any one year till 1862, 
when they numbered 363. 
In 1857 they 
sank as low as 194. From 1862 there was 
again a marked decrease in agrarian 
crime till 1866, when there were only 37 
agrarian outrages reported. 
In 1867 and 
1808, 121 aud IOO agrarian outrages were 
reiairted respectively; but in tile winter 
of 1809-70 there was a great outbreak of 
agrarian clime, the numbers for the two 
years being 707 aud 1,329. Tile peace 
preservation act, passed in 1879, produced 
a marked effect —the act liecame law on 
April 4—350 outrages were reported in 
the March of the year, 111 in April, but 
only 37 iii May, and 21 in June. The 
Westmeath act was passed in June, 1871. 
In that year there were 373 agrarian out­ 
rages reported, 250 in 1872, ‘254 in 1873, 
213 in 1871, and 130 in 1875, when Sir M. 
Hicks-Bcach’s act was passed mitigating 
the act of 1*79, aud prolonging that of 
1871.

There 
were 8 agrarian murders# 24 cases of fir­ 
ing at the person, 210 of incendiary fire, 
82 of taking and holding forcible posses­ 
sion, IGI of killing, cutting, or maiming 
cattle, Goof administering unlawful oaths, 
17 of resistance of legal process, and 67 
of tiring into dwellings, among other 
crimes.
